shares with the prices annexed ; and so derogatory and improper was it considered, 
that the members of the Mining Exchange were prohibited from doing so by the 
severe penalty of expulsion, But even that powerfal body has been obliged to give 
way, thus demonstrating the weakness of this assumed dictation.

ON GOLD AND SILVER EXTRACTION, &c. 


as follows :—“ The small sample of argentiferous iron aot has been 
carefully assayed, and contains 1 oz. 9 dwts. 21 grs. of fine guld, and 
1801 ozs. 6 dwts. 16 grs. of fine silver to the ton of pyrites.” ; 

The “iron pyrites,” so termed, is my deposit of metals after extracting 
the sulphur combined with them. And now, in justice to myself and my 
system, it should be further stated that a portion of the same identical 
sample of ore, given in its crude original state to the same highly respec- 
table assayers, has resulted thus :—‘‘ The mineral assay contained 25 grs. 
of fine gold to the ton of ore: it did not contain any silver worth no- 
tice.” A more convincing proof of the truth of my er + and suc- 
cess of its application, in this matter, than a comparison of those two as- 
says, upon the very same matrix, differently treated, could not be wished 
for. AndasI have ample testimony besides my own of the ee of 
the substances thus analysed, I am well prepared to gainsay any cavillers, 
if such there be; although, upon the evidence before them, I should 
hardly believe it possible.

But I also be- 
lieve, and am convinced, that many mines possess argentiferous wealth 
hitherto unavailable, and, indeed, unsuspected, which my system of ope- 
ration would realise; and not only that, but wealth in gold also, which 
any mode as yet tried has failed of profitably extracting. Indeed, in proof

\ MARTIEN’S INVENTION FOR PURIFYING IRON, 


Srr,—After the unprecedented commotion consequent on Mr. Besse- 
mer’s unwarrantable usurpation of the “‘ iron crown,” it is somewhat con- 
soling to find that the rights of more modest claimants are not completely 
swamped. “The truth will prevail,’ even in spite of Mr. Bessemer and 
his supporters, and the more he and they attempt to stem the torrent, the 
greater will be their final overthrow and discomfiture. In your Journal 
of the 15th inst. is an excellent exposition of the whole case, and a recog- 
nition of the rights of various claimants to the place of honour and profit, 
resulting from the introduction of the new system of purifying crude iron, 
That article was written evidently by some one tolerably well acquainted 
with the main facts, but there are certain points of detail which might 
have been more clearly explained, and which would have placed the rival 
claims in a still more certain and defined position. The writer has, in 
common with many others, adopted the notion that Mr. Martien confined 
his ideas entirely to refining iron, taking the term in its general accepta- 
tion in thetrade. Such is not the case. Mr. Martien studiously avoided 
the word refining, and adopted that of purifying, as giving more scope for 
his operations; and it is the purification of crude iron, by the application 
of jets of air from below the surface of the molten metal, that Mr. Martien 
claims, and of which no amount of chicanery can deprive him. Then the 
writer infers that Mr. Martien confines his operations to one especial 
medium, and that he cannot operate in a nearly closed vessel; this is an 
erroneous impression. Mr. Martien can subject the crude iron as it flows 
from the blast-furnace, or after it has flowed from it, and prior to conge- 
lation, to the purifying agency of jets of air or steam applied below the 
surface, and so as to rise up through and amongst the molten mass,‘in any 
manner, and in any kind of receptacle which he chooses to employ. Of | 
this there can be no doubt, unless the Patent Laws are a mere fiction. 
Certainly, Mr. Martien describes a method of operating which he prefers 
to all others, and which, from its efficiency and simplicity, will doubtless 
be the system employed in purifying the crude metal to any desirable ex- 
tent, but he is not limited to the perforated channel. In fact, the very 
first practical application of his process was made in a receptacle furnished 
with a perforated pipe, through which the air was forced, and malleable 
| metal obtained in three minutes. Whether malleable metal, as a com- 
mercial success, can be obtained by this process is not now the question, but 
that purified metal, possessing meritorious qualities, can be produced, there 
is no doubt. Mr. Bessemer is quite welcome to his costly and precarious 
apparatus, but he cannot be permitted to use Mr, Martien’s process of

x THEORETICAL IRON-MAKING. 


Srr,—In your last Journal, Mr. Reveley asks why I, and the ironmasters generally, 
should seem to oppose Mr. Bessemer’s process. Surely, the answer is plain: if any 
party promises great things, and performs little or nothing, yet disturbs so important 
a trade as that of iron manufacture, it rather, I think, becomes those concerned in that 
portion of the national industry to examine, and mao | comment upon, the proposi- 
tion put before the public.

he has yet given the public by no means accord with either what was represented to 
them or to myself. 

Irrespective of Mr. Bessemer, or any other patentee, I shall always be glad to see 
any improvement in the conversion of the raw material for the use of mankind, be- 
lieving that every increased economy, whether by chemical or improved mechanical 
treatment, is always beneficial both to the trade and to the public. I can only regret 
whenever I find myself disappointed, and having seen many expensive experiments 
promoted by the ironmasters—‘‘ whenever there was to the eye of experience the 
smallest warranty to expect useful results—nay, when even philosophers have had 
notions which seemed in the laboratory to bear out any peculiar theory ’—they have 
had every material and men at command to prove their value; and, therefore, I 
must insist that the libel which has been circulated, that the manufacturers of this 
country are to, or drawbacks upon, progrersive improvement in Tr voca- 
tion, is unwarranted and most untrue; nor are they influenced by such impure mo-

ON GOLD EXTRACTION, 


Sir,—As equal parts of sulphur and an alkali—say, potash—when fused together, 
are capable of dissolving gold, and even retaining the same in solution when poured 
into water, and from which solution bed a may be thrown down as sulphuret by 
the addition of an acid, and so recovered, I should feel obliged could any of your 
chemically learned correspondents enlighten us as to whether this process would not 
do for gold extraction on a commercial seale, by fusing the proportionate quantity of 
potash in conjunction with its equivalent of sulphur in auriferous pyrites, as former 
chemists state in their writings that any other metals which may be melted with thda 
liver of sulphur (as it is termed) will not be held in solution with gold when poured 
into water, but will sink to the bottom as a black powder, whilst the gold can be even 
filtered through paper, it being so finely disseminated. This a ring so simple, and 
also apparently so economical, I trust will elicit a little consideration and a few re- 
marks on the subject, as to whether there is any probability of re-action before the 
gold could be extracted therefrom, or whether platina, &c., would not be held in soln- 
tion also. There are many of your more enlightered correspondents who could ex- 
plain this, or elucidate the matter more clearly than your present one; and if such 
would favour those interested on this point, Ido not doubt but it would again cause 
a diversion in favour of gold in England, and re-elevate it to its proper position.

EXPIRING GOLD COMPANIES.

Srr,—Now that so many of the sky-rocket schemes of 1851 have culminated and 
exploded in delusive mockery, may a shareholder in some of the defunct projects be 
permitted to enquire through the Mining Journal what prospect exists, if any, of 
pelling the dodging directors to pay off the few outstanding shares at par, and 
to clear off the outstanding debts? As the organ of mining interests you could not 
close your columns against schemes supported by the names of civic judicial function- 
aries; therefore, as guardian of those interests, we look to you for some illumina- 
tion in the darkness which has succeeded the sparkling fulminations of the great 
pyrotechnic display so artfully got up by the complicity of many robed and bechained 
Judicial and judicious magnates of the Stock Exchange. 

_ Several of the companies have been long withdrawn from the market notes of the 
city, and all notices have ceased since the trafficking directors appealed to the public, 
on the first exhaustion of their capital, for a second instalment of 10,0002., to save 
the total loss of the first 50,000/,! Well, sir, they got it, and it appears that the 
whole venture has been swamped! Secretaries and commiasionaires were sent to Cali- 
fornia to return at first flattering accounts of certain ultimate suecess—that the 
mines were just wrought to the paying point. Theappeal was successful—the money 
was coupecd, but the issue, as at first, was nulla bona/ All this time speculation was 
rife, intelligences, duly anticipated, gave to the actors behind the scenes a sure and 
certain game in the barter of shares—in their sale on revival, in their purchase on 
depression. This was the true game preparatory to a wind-up; but in the mania of 
the first issue, when only one-third part of the whole serip had been dealt out to the 
public, the r ining two-thirds were sold ata — of from 50 to 100 per cent. to 
the magicians of the Board wnd to their accomplice of the Stock Exchange. Grggt 
indeed was the commotion excited by Mr. Guedella, when he called for a “scar 
ing enquiry” into the doings and undoings of Lake Bathurst, of Quartz Rock, a 
of Ave Maria. The effect was stunning; but like other enquiries it terminated in 
the exculpation of innocent mis-directors, or of incompetent agents; everybody was 
to blame, but nobody was made answerable. This is the fashionable and Govern- 
mental mode of closing an enquiry; it is in accordance with routine, red-tape, and 
corporate management; still, sir, we cannot see the essential difference between the 
delinguencies of the railway shortcomings and the more acute dealings in swag and 
plunder obtained by differences in the stock market. The main question is, however, 
shrouded from the vision of ordinary practitioners in the share market ; it lies deeper 
than differences, and the innocent and uninformed dabbler in golden scrip ought to 
be informed by the press of what is going on, and of the real state of the game.. It 
is this:—Tne knot of thimble-riggers having at the outset realised on a capital of 
60,0001, some 20,0001. by the private issue of scrip at a premium, by various dodges 
« heared” the market, and bought in 1/. shares at 2s. 6d.! This they repeated over 
and over again, until, satiated with gulling all who were gullible, they chose to pro- 
claim that the scheme was hopeless; then the shares were in few hands, and there 
was little opposition when the holders were reduced to the compass of their own 
clique. John Public had paid all the diffi eR, ffered all the depreciation of 
discounts ; the matter of a settlement and wind-up was thus at the discretion of the 
conjurors themselves. Such is the position of some companies that are stealing out

The parties he named agreed for the 
Glasslyn sett in May, 1854; in June they ordered the take-note, and on the same day 
they ordered that men should be put to work to keep the sett good, which was done :

lodes and drive levels in different directions by six or more men, agreeable to the take- 
note; this was also done, and carried on to the end of September, 1855, for 13 months, 
About 280/. was expended up to that time, and all the money was 80/., and what 
the men are now sueing the parties for is since September, 1855. The notice he speaks 
of is mentioned in a letter dated February, 1856, wherein is said—** I agree with you 
that the men must be paid, but by whom? Surely not by me alone, Some arrange- 
ments must be made for stopping or carrying on Glasslyn,” One INTERESTED.

This, 
Mr. Editor, is too true, and were agents to rightly represent it to the land proprietors, 
they would soon see it their interest to do as our friends in the far west have done, I 
have known an estate -_ t for a few hundred pounds, which has returned many 
thousands in dues at 1-24th, and in one inatance at 1-40th; this can be proved by the 
books of the mines, and the ticketing papers. 

We have now in Yorkshire some extensive mining setts, in the hands of spirited 
adventurers, who, if fairly encouraged, would open ground that would not only make 
large profit to the lords, but give mineral wealth to the country, and employ man 
thoosand ; in fact, make the wheel go round for the good of one and all, 
The Yorkshire Mining Company have a large, and, I think, valuable sett; they have 
been at work above three years up to this without cutting into ore, but they perse- 
vere and have faith, and I wish them every success; and from what the agent tells 
me, I think they are near their object. The Craven Moor Mine is returning about 
3'y tons of lead a week, producing75 percent. Hebden Moor is making good returns, 
and likely to turn outa trump. In fact, there is not wanting good mineral groun 
either in Yorkshire, Cumberland, or Westmoreland, but encouragement for the in- 
vestment of capital, which I trust they will soon get. We need not, Mr, Editor, send 
our capital abroad, to be wasted in mismanagement; we have plenty of scope and 
mineral wealth at home, in our snug little isle. I remember weil when some of our 
first-rate Cornish agents stated, at Truro, there was not copper enough east of Truro 
liridge to make a button, What would they say if they could now visit the Devon 
Consols, and other recent mines? Methinks they would not be a little surprised.

MINING EXCHANGES, AND HOW THEY GET ON. 


S1r,—Being a lady—which I consider myself to be in the whole sense of the word— 
I would, if able, particularly apologise to you for intruding myself into your columns ; 
bat as a lady with two eyes in ber head can sce into things going on as well as other 
people io a general way, I wish to make a few remarks about some proceedings in 
your mining markets, which, as it appears to me, is getting fast (and loose too) into 
a higgledy-piggledy condition, as any one may observe by attentively looking over 
your last Journals in particular.

To be observed also 
that, owing as it is to be supposed to the systems going on in France and America (the 
levellings plan, I believe, they call it), there’s the Que-wells and the Wattases-sons 
(one of the latter, related to the great Nap himself, as I have heard) have actually 
come from the top of the list right into the ranks, and what was a staring committec 
have all vanished, as Goldsmith, or some other of the poets, says, right into ‘“‘ thin 
air.” Well, this isodd enough, and surprising, too, but as far asa lady can look into 
things, it appears to be right enough. t every pot stand on its own bottom I say, 
and sosome other friends of mine at Putney, or thereabouts (where I live, Mr. Editor), 
say too. No one ought to be the captain of a boat unless he knows how to steer it, 
because, if he don’t, he may knock himself as well as others overboard, and make a 
hole in the water.

a UNSEAWORTHY IRON SHIPS, 


CAUSED SOLELY BY INEFFICIENT MATERIALS AND WORKMANSHIP, COUPLED WITH 
UNMECHANICAL CONSTRUCTION, 


S1x,—It is too apparent that every loss of an iron vessel has its effect upon the 
community, whether shipowners or travellers. It cannot be yct erased from the 
memories of all persons associated with the mercantile marine that the loss of the 
Tayleur had its drawback on the shipping trade; certainly her owners took the 
alarm, by their selling several vessels they had contracted for, and the public were 
deceived, and iron shipbuilding injured by that ignorance and poe which ter- 
minated in the loss of the ship and many of her passengers. I merely cite this case 
to show that ships are as often lost by ignorance as they are by perils of the sea, and 
se long as they can be insured the owners care but little, as the underwriters have to 
pay for them and the freight also, I would suggest that the manufacturers of the 

reat mineral staple of Great Britain should call a meeting of their body, and let a 
Seputation be formed froin it to wait upon the Board of Trade for the ostensible ob- 
_ of having a scale laid down upon which iron ships will only be allowed to be 

wilt. If the iron manufacturers will do that, they will find that where there has 
been one ship built of iron there will be fifty, and that the pe | of the world 
will be carried on in England, and the carrying trade of the world will be done with 
iron ships, as they would be free from average on their cargoes. Vessels foundering 
at sea would be a very rare occurrence. In fact, if iron ships were built as efficient 
as they can be turned out it would be an utter impossibility for vessels to leak— 
certainly they could not sink if they had a sufficient number of water-tight bulk- 
heads, and if constructed to sail and wear, they would have longevity not attainable 
in a fibrous material. Most unquestionably they could not founder, as the steam- 
ship Faith, built by the eminent John Laird of Birkenhead, did, without having pre- 
viously touched the ground. It appears ridiculous for the Board of Trade to make en- 

uiries into losses when the mischief is done and many valuable lives sacrificed. If 
they have the power, why not exercise it, and prevent defective vessels getting afloat, 
thereby preventing losses and protecting the public from premature graves? The 
losses will come as time wears on, and their destruction will be severely felt both by 
insurance companies, and by the friends and relatives of those whose lives will be 
sacrificed entirely through the Board of Trade allowing unseaworthy ships to pro- 
eced to sea.—Exchange-buildings, Liverpool, Nov, 17.

Modern Practice of Boiler Engineering, By Roserr ARMsrRoNG, revised, 
with notes, by J. Bourne. London: E, & F, N. Spon, Bucklersbury. 


This little work is worthy the perusal of all who desire information as to the best 
kind of boilers now in use, or who require to ascertain the defects still desirable to be 
remedied, The author, with much truth, observes that ** perfect combustion,” and 
the action of a “ perfectly smokeless furnace,” are very far from being syaonymoua, 
or even similar phenomena, and produce very different and sometimes widely oppo- 
site results, both chemical and physical, not always likely to be recognised by every 
noisy patentee or pretender, who takes his chemistry, like his physic, from the phar- 
macopeia. In some conspicuous instances, at least, the re jargon em- 
ployed really encumbers the path of science and progress, and finally becomesa much 
greater nuisance than the smoke which these mock philosophers pretend to subdue. 
So far from perfect combustion and perfect smokelcssness in a steam-engine furnace 
being identical, they are, very commonly, the antitheses of each other; perfect com- 
bustion being the most completely effected when the whole of the oxygen passing 
through the grate is the most nearly or perfectly used up, in combining with the hy- 
drogen and carbon of the fuel; although it may be ional! panied by the 
inappreciably small loss of a few uncombined atoms of the latter substance, in the 
form of smoke or soot, which in fact it is, in a finely divided and impalpable state, 
merely giving a black colour to the nitrogen and other useless incombustible gaseous 
products of the furnace. These products must pass off, visible or invisible, at what- 
ever cost, although it is q i i, were it possible to collect all the fuel in a large 
volume of visible smoke many handreds of miles in extent, it would be equal to a 
sinzJe ton of coals. A smokeless furnace, however, on the other hand, when the re- 
sult of a thick fire, thick bars, and slow combustion, may, and frequently does, occa- 
sion the loss of a large part of the carbon of the coul, which passes off by the chimney 
only half burned, in the shape of perfectly invisible cur bonic oxide gas : thus creating 
a dead loss of 25 per cent.in coal, This evil, however, admits of prevention in double 
furnaces, and by other simple means. An ingenious and useful boiler, by Galloway, 
is well described and treated of; as are also Galloway's Exhibition boiler, the boiler 
of the Cricket, and Woolf’s elephant boiler. 

Under the latter head, the very excellent boiler, partly on Woolf’s principle, by 
Dunn, Hattersley, and Co., of Manchester (in which, however, the circulation of the 
water is more perfect than in Woolf’s), isintroduced, Public attention was first drawn 
to this invention at a meeting of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers at Man- 
chester, and has since been tested to work with perfect safety at 250 lbs, per square 
inch ; one of the retorts, 19 inches in diameter, having been purposely pressed until 
it burst, and found to sustain the extremely high pressure of 525 lbs. to the inch before 
it gave way. This boiler appears to be formed principally with a view to ey 
and lightness, for convenient transit, in which it certainly exceeds all others. Be- 
sides its great strength, it has other valuable features, such as capability of admitting 
any modification in size of fire-grate, or of fire-feeding macbinery, underneath it; 
next to that is the large proportion of effective heating surface ex to the direct 
radiation of the fire on the grate. It has also the advantage of admitting of the re- 
torts being turned over, as they become blistered or worn over the fire, or of being 
replaced by others further off, or by new ones. The work also contains some inter-

Leap Mrxine tn Nortu Starronpsurre.—aAt the Dale Mine, Warslow, 
which was inundated about 12 months ago, there are prospects at the present time 
such as but few progressive mines possess.

All other operations are pr ng satisfactorily, 
L MINING IN JAMAICA,—No, III.* 


BY GEORGE DARLINGTON, 
Tn my former letters, I remarked upon the general geological and me- 
talliferous strata of Jamaica: in this and sequent ones, I purpose de- 
scribing the various mines which have come under my observation. 
At the present time, the parish of Clarendon is one possessing much 
interest to the English public, both for the amount of moncy at stake in 
the Clarendon and Jamaica Mines, and also for an opinion which seems 
to have made some impression upon the home adventurers—viz., that it is 
to these mines we must look for the earliest solution of the question as to 
whether mining in Jamaica will ever become profitable. The mines in 
Clarendon parish are three in number—Clarendon Consols, Wheal Jamaica 
Charing-Cross Mine), and Orange Brook. 
The first of these is a powerful company, having a capital of 80,0007. 
It may, consequently, be inferred that, if the mines fail, it will not be for 
lack of money, or those special adjuncts to the prosecution of mining ex- 
lorations which ample funds willcommand, The Clarendon Consols have 
sen working between three and four years. The lode is large, but fre- 
quently disturbed, and may be considered as composed in mass of por- 
phyry, quartz, and siliceous matter, with spots of yellow ore; some 
mundic also occurs, but the lode is usually rather hard, and has not to the 
present time afforded any large quantity of ore. Itis, however, powerful 
enough to make a valuable mine in depth, in which direction the work- 
ings should be prosecuted, The lode of the Charing-Cross Mine is sup- 
posed to run through the western part of the sett, and caunter to the course 
of the Clarendon lode. ‘This fact, if correct, would prove a valuable fea- 
ture in the future prospects of the mine, and should, I consider, be at once 
definitely determined. The staff on the mine is large and effective. 
Wheal Jamaica, or Chering-Cross Mine, is situated on the south-eastern 
flank of the mountain upon which the Clarendon Consols are located. 
This mine was started as a private adventure by several of the more 
wealthy and respectable inhabitants of Jamaica, with the legitimate object 
of proving the mineral wealth oftheisland. At Charing-Cross Mines, the 
workings are confined to one lode. This lode is from 4 to 5 ft. wide, and 
underlies at a regular angle, about 10 inches or 1 foot in a fathom; the 
walls are also regular and well-defined. Operations have been carried on 
by means of adit levels in the side of the mountain in which the lode runs, 
and which rears itself, at a high angle, to an clevation of about 809 fret 
above the valley. Hence the adits rapidly gain a good “ back,” or height. 
Several levels have been extended on the course of the lode at vertical dis- 
tances, averaging 12 or 13 fms, apart. In each level good ore has been 
found running in regular branches, chiefly on the footwall of the lode. 
In the upper levels the ore is ofa somewhat ferruginous nature. Indepth 
it alters to a compact ore, free from gossan, but very quartzose. In the 
58 fm. or bottom level, at the time of my visit, the ore was of a very good 
quality, and ran in branches, some of them at least a foot wide. ‘The ore 
occurring in these mines is almost entirely yellow pyrites, often fincly 
iridescent, and breaking upon crystalline planes into small rhomboidal 
lumps, black on the faces, but consisting of solid ore; small quantities of 
green and blue carbonate, resulting from the decomposition of the yellow 
ore, as also a minute quantity of grey ore, is found in the upper level. 
The geology of the surrounding rocks belongs to the porphyritic series, 
being chiefly sandstone and limestone porphyries. The ground is in some 
places hard, but cannot upon the whole be deemed excessive in this re- 
spect, and may be considered tolerably favourable to the existence of me- 
tallic minerals, The lode is generally very soft and casy to work, and can 
be stoped away at a low price per fathom. It is of a priany nature, with 
branches of yellow ore and quartz running through its whole extent, and 
from the bottom level a considcrable quantity of water issues, At the 
time of my examination the stopes were worth from 4/. to 15/. por fm., 
while the back of the 58 fm. level would give ground worth in some places 
251. per fm, The prospects of the mine are of a highly encouraging cha- 
racter, but here, as elsewhere, sinking below the base of the hills must 
probably be resorted to before any permanent profit over and above all 
working expenses can be looked for, The capital of the concern is nomi- 
nally 100,000/.; of this, 35,000 shares of 1/. have been issued, and upon 
25,000 of these about 12s, a share has been paid, leaving 10,000 free 
shares, which have been disbursed in payments for the sett, lease, preli- 
minary expenses, &c, It has been proposed to raise further capital, in 
order to sink deeper: I would endorse this proposal. 

At Orange Brook, an adit level has been driven on the course of the 
lode, which is chiefly composed of copper and iron pyrites. The works 
are at present, and have been for some time, in statu quo, for want of ca- 
pital, but the specimens of ore which I saw induced me to think somewhat 
favourably of the property. I had not an opportunity of personally in- 
specting the workings, from the level mouth loolen fallen together, and 
therefore cannot give any detailed description of them. In my next letter, 
lintend making some remarks upon the mines in the parish of St. Andrews.

The Crarnenpon Consonmpatep Minine Company or Jamaica have 
advices to Oct. 23.—Sinee my last report no very particular alteration bas tuken place 
in the stopes between the 22 and 35fm. levels.

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| THE COMMERCE OF AUSTRALIA. 

The advices from Melbourne by the present arrivals come down to the 
28th of Aug. ; they are important and interesting. In every department 
of commercial enterprise great activity prevailed, and much excitement 
existed in political circles in consequence of a general election for the new 
system of legislative government, by the formation of an upper and lower 
house, instead of only one chamber. Railways and electric communica- 
tion engrossed very general attention, and it is quite clear that the pro- 
vince 18 Universally of opinion that both these matters are essential and 
necessary to the general advance of the colony ; while it is equally evident 
that the mother-country is looked to for the ways and means of accom- 
plishing these undertakings, The Geelong and Ballarat Company will at 
once mect the views of the colonists, and will, no doubt, quickly receive 
© sanction of the new Parliament for a 7 per cent. guarantee, that every

_ The returns of gold received from the different known deposits of the pre- 
ctous metal, betweon July 5 and Aug. 23, amounted to 350,226/., against 
342,9404, during the same date in 1855, thereby showing an increase of 
7286/. This applies simply to the gold received by “ escorts,” but much 
is brought down at individual risk by private channels ; for instance, it 
appears that the total amount received by ‘ escort,” during the first seven 
months of this year, was 1,578,995/, but the total shipments were 
1,714,813¢, The shipments in the same period in 1855 were equal to 
1,389,562/., and 1,336,589/. in 1854, sv that this year shows an increase 
over the last of 325,2512, and of 378,224/. over the seven months of 1854. 

The total imports and exports from the Port of Melbourne, up to Aug. 16 
of this year, amounted to 9,105,266/. for the latter, and 7,689,021/. for the 
former, showing an excess of exports over imports of 1,416,245/, This is 
undeniable evidence of the extraordinary strides which the province of 
Victoria has made in avery few years, and when her efforts are assisted by 
rapid communication which railways will give, it is quite impossible to 
determine the extent to which her resources may be developed, and the 
position which she will justly assume amongst the colonies of Great Britain, 

The Ovens and Murray Advertiser says :— 

- Quartz mining is taking a fresh start in certain quarters. It is looking up at the

Mr. Frencham 
is the gentleman who “owns a dairy station in the neighb urbood,” and has written 
a letter toa contemporary showing forth the extraordinary richness of the quartz 
veins of this district, Having ourselves paid more than one visit to this place, 
for the purpose of examining the resources of the quartz veins referred to, and 
having also had the opinion of a gentleman of practical experience in quartz mining 
operations, who also had been induced to visit the place for the same purpose, we 
considered we would not be doing justice to our readers to give currency to the 
reports in circulation, and, therefore, called attention to it in the manner we did.

Warnings seem to be un- 
heeded by these mechanical gentlemen, We are afraid, however, that in a great 
m — cases heavy expenses are being incurred, with a very small chance of any ade- 
quate returns, and that, sooner or later, this will be found to be the case,” 

A+ caution to those about to enter into quartz mining operations, we subjoin the 
following extract from the evidence of Prof. M‘Coy, given before the committee of 
enquiry; and we may add, that the opinion here given is substantially the same as 
oa of Sir R. I. Murchison, than whom a greater authority in these matters is not to 
ve found rt I may be, perhaps, permitted to state that the mining of quartz reefs— 
of the gold in the matrix—is not to be expected to be so profitable as the alluvial 
diggings. Experience has shown, in every part of the world, that when quartz reefs, 
or when the he lid rock, whatever it may be composed of, has been mined for the ex- 
tracti mot the cold, loss has altimately occurred. It is found that in every part of 
the world (vr. must follow the Raconian method of observing first and getting the ge- 
neral law hy induction), and all experiments would show, that in every case the 
mining of gold in the solid rock has ultimately proved too expensive to pay for the 
time, iabour, and eost, by the quantity of gold extracted. I may mention that along 
tue Andes, several hundred years ago, the gold being found in such quantities on the 
surface by the natives, the Spanish miners, who were the most admirable hands, set 
to mine into the solid rock, under the full impression that as there was so much gold 
in the drift on the surface, they would be able, by the help of machinery and their 
mining skill and experience, by the combination of science and art, to extract it from 
the bowels of the earth. But the deeper they went the less gold they got, and they 
had ultimately to give up mining for gold, though they continued to mine for silver 
and copper. In most of those mines silver, gold, copper, and some lead were found. 
That was an experience that fully demonstrated that the further you go down into the 
earth the more gold decreases, and the other materials increase in value and quantity. 
Tho silvor mines, the copper mines, and the lead mines repay you for sinking ; they are 
richer the deeper you go, but, on the contrary, the deeper you go the less gold you 
find. ‘The theory is adopted now by nearly every practical geologist of Europe, and 
also of Amorica, that the metallic veins are all found most abundantly at the junction 
of granite with the slates or other stratified rocks; that those veins run more or less 
in 4 vertical direction from the interior of the earth, or from a great depth towards 
the surface. In those veins you get the ores of copper, silver, and lead richer and 
richer as you descend into them; but the gold and the platina have invariably 
been found in greater quantities in the extremities of the veins, close to the surface 
of the earth. Therefore, allexperience would make us rather hesitate in encouraglug 
the mining for gold in the solid rock.” 

At a meeting of the Fitzroy Iron Mining Company, the committee ap- 
pointed to inspect the company’s works brought up their report, the substance of 
which was a charge against the manager of the mines of incompetence, and the re- 
commendation of the vigorous prosecution of the works. 

Che Tasmanian Daily News remarks—The copper ore recently brought 
from the Wanersrooka Mine is sufficiently rich to justify the most sanguine expecta- 
tions, not alone of those particulay 'y interested, but also of those who desire that the 
variety, value, and amount of our exports should be increased. The analysis of 
Pieces taken at random gives a result of from 30 to 50 per cent of metal. 

From a Victoria Gold Circular we quote the following :—We have been 
shown a sample of gold which we had no hesitation in at once pronouncing to be 
** Pickled Omeo.” The word pickled means eating the gold with acid until a fine 
bright outside surface is made, by which means it requires considerable experience 
to detect it. This appears to be another new feature in fraudulent gold selling; but 
we trust that by our continually finding, exposing, and cautioning buyers against 
these frauds, to work a change in the gold business ere long, and we trust that our 
Parliament will be ready to assist, by making enactments which will meet the case, 
with stringent measures. Tin ore has been arriving pretty freely, and prices have 
been steady at from 50/, to 55/. per ton, according to sample. The supply from the 
Ovens is likely to be large so soon as cartage rates are lower. We hear that the dig- 
gers at Tarradale do not yet think the tin worth looking after, but several have as- 
sured us that in panning out the gold they frequently throw away some pounds’ 
weight of black sand. We would earnestly advise them to save all they can, which 
is attended by no more trouble than letting it go to waste, and very frequently they 
might get sufficient in a claim to pay them well.

It was found by a couple of quarrymen who were prospecting about 
the district, and they not unnaturally lay claim to some reward for having been the 
immediate means of adding so materiilly to the already ascertained riches of this 
district, Specimens of the slate have becn forwarded to the Government.

** At this moment we are at peace with the world. Possessing the most magnificent 
army and ficet which this country ever commanded; with both inclination and spirit 
to defend our honour, enforce the rights, and preserve the happiness, civilisation, and 
wealth of our Sovercign and her people; we have also extended commercial relations 
and profitable intercourse with prosperous colonies, as well as independent nations : 
we should, therefore, zealously guard our interests, whilst we rejoice in success, ‘To 
us it is a source of earnest hope for the futue that Lord Palmerston, the Prime Mi- 
nister of this country, announced as follows, at the Guildball on the 10th inst. :—*It 
is, indeed, most gratifying to those who are charged with the conduct of public affairs 
to witness the industry, the enterprise, I will say the genius, of the people of thisland, 
to see upon what secure foundations the prosperity of the empire rests, and to augur 
from the glorious present the future increasing progress of the wealth, the power, 
and the prosperity of our common country.’ Statements like these from a minister 
so exalted and weil informed cannot but inspire confidence in all ; foreigners must 
likewise regard the assurance as a guarantee of stability, integrity, and sound pros- 
perity exisiing in our commercial dealings, institutions, and laws; they will believe 
that honour and consistency guide the conduct of our bankers and merchants, far 
more than credit and wealth—that pubiic companies are constituted upon sound and 
legitimate principles, embodying equity and strict truthfulness in the administration 
of their affairs—in fact that, generally, the conduct of directors and managers is just 
and correct, and that our commerce and trade are not only sound and prosperous at 
present, but healthy and extending as to the future, It is true, however, that irre- 
gularities and malpractices occasionally transpire, even in persons and associations 
least to be expected or guarded against; but these form the exception, and not the 
rule. Had we no breach of faith or abuse of contidence in those vested with power, 
no necessity could exist for cautious measures, stringent investigation, or laws in- 
flicting severe penalties, in cases of detection. We, therefore, unhesitatingly admit 
that misconduct and fraud at times occur, and it is with pain that we allude to such 
gross negligence in directors as enabled Sadleir, Robson, and Redpath to concert, and 
practise with impunity, and without detection, for a long period, robberies equal) 
startling and disgraceful, from the magnitude they assumed, and easy facilities wit 
which they were executed. Occurrences, happily, so rare, although more frequent 
of late, awaken suspicion in all, and inflict painful consequences upon society in 
general, We will not, however, dwell upon this subject, otherwise than to draw 
comparison betwixt banking, joint-stock companies, and mining adventure. Banks 
are subject to peculiar laws, and are generally protected by charters, which usually 
impose ; enalties equal to every advantage yielded, for the protection of depositors, 
Shareholders are liable for debts contracted for three years after sale and transfer of 
shares; in fact, if a shareholder finds a bank insolvent, and wishes to sell his shares, 
he is equally liable fur the whole obligations of the association, notwithstanding that 
he realises; therefore, eecapeis impossible. Joint-stock companies, such as railways, 
insurance, and canals, are partnerships, involving absolute responsibility equally with 
banks, with one exception only in their favour—viz., that liability ceases in respect 
to future debts contracted immediately that a transfer of shares is made. Shares 
being denominated 10/., 20/., or 100/. each, is no limit to responsibility as betwixt 
shareholders and creditors; it applies to, and affects only, shareholders individually. 
If co-partners cannot respond to calls made equaily or the whole proprietary, the 
solvent and rich shareholders must pay the deficiency, notwithstanding « limit is gene- 
rally assumed to exist to their obligations, in accordance with the nominated 10/., 
20/., or 1002. per share, as the case may be. This, however, is not applicable to the 
very few companies at present constituted under the new Joint-Stock Companies Act, 
1356, yet the Act is 80 impertect#y expressed and understood, that little advantage 
accrues from its existence. 

Mines in Cornwall and Devon are governed by peculiar and favourable laws, em- 

bodying strict equity and eusy inexpensive facilities of redress under grievance. The 
Cost.book System ensures equal responsibility, just division of costs (debts) and pro- 
fits; whilst security is given against accumm ated debts or frauds by two-wonth\y or 
quarterly meetings of shareboiders, who audit and pass their own accounts, instead 
of atopting statements submitted by dircctors and managers, often extending over 
#ix and even twelve months, and in themselves as incorrect and disgracefv! as were 
the Tipperary, Royal British, and other gigantic swindles, that of late have shocked 
the public ear, whilst they incur univers! censure and condemnation, 

At this moment, let us pause and enquire what are the re!ative advantages of in- 
vestment in banks, railways, and mines, The first is a business which, upon the cur- 
rent value of shares, pays 4 to 5 per cent. annus!ly as remuneration for capital in- 
vested therein. To secure this paitry dividend, purchasers pay 10 years’ premium, 

and incur responsibilities, involving utter ruin in case of suspensiou, and this, too, 
in the face of three joint-stock banks stopping during the present year, and rumours 
rife as to the solvency of otbers.

The usual form of accounts 
presented is, first, a st.tement of receipts and payments since the previous meeting, 
all proper!y vouched ; then a statement, with the returns of a mine on one side, and 
the monthly cost opposite, showing the profit or loss made; Jastly, a statement of 
aesets and liabilities. If there bea profit to divide, a dividend is declared; if the 
company be in debt, a call, pro rata, is made. The list of sharcholders always lies 
on the table; and where the office ofa company is in London, a shareholder can, upon 
any day whatever, go through the accounts and books by himself; and as they arein 
a small compass, half an hour will suffice.— Watson and Cuell’s Mining Circular,

This state of 
things is fully confirmed by our West Cornwall correspondent, for he 
likewise asserted that the copper market is very firm, and that “ smelters 
have difficulty in supplying orders at early dates. 

We were fully prepared for this state of things, and have done our best 
to urge the mining community to action. To some it may have secmed 
that we were always singing the same song, without tune or time, but we 
feel convinced that our readers will now readily admit the soundness of 
our views, and the just conclusions which we drew. In fact, it is evi- 
dent that the smelters have oversold, and the demand increases so rapidly 
that there will be a material advance in the price of every kind of metal, 
and consequently there ought to be a similar rise in the value of the ore, 
but we shall, indeed, be surprised if the monopolists of the metal market 
do not keep true to their hitherto invariable rule of screwing the pro- 
ducer down to the lowest possible figure. It is, however, the fault of the 
producers that the smelters reap the benefit, for they will not rise to ac- 
tivity to throw off the yoke which one united effort on the part of mine 
owners and shareholders would quick'y effect. 

In respect to production of ore, Ireland is making effectual efforts to 
keep her proper place to meet the general supply, and no doubt the power- 
ful companies which are about to commence operations in this favoured 
country will likewise turn their attention to the question of producing 
metal as well as the raw material, that they may be independent of the 
caprice of the English smelters. ; De 

q more extensive development of the valuable mineral district of the 
Mendip Hills and Ebber Rocks is likewise about to be effected by a com- 
pany now forming, with adequate capital, under the denomination of the 
Little Down and Ebber Rocks; but to this, and other localities, we will 
draw attention next week, when we also expect to be in a position to enter 
into details of the West of Ireland Mining Company, with its capital of 
200,000/., which is evidently to be the great undertaking of the day in 
the mining world. 
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In the Mintno Journat of November 8 we briefly alluded to the sur- 
veys which had been made, by order of the Governors of the several 
presidencies in British India, with a view of testing the value of the large 
deposits of iron ores known to exist in the several districts of Hindostan, 
as also to report on their local capabilities, quantity of fuel, abundance 
of flux, as well as the necessary requirements, so as to render this useful 
metal merchantable and thereby available, not only for the great public 
works about to be commenced in India, but give a stimulus to private enter- 
prise. The Court of Directors, considering this discovery of importance to 
the mining community, have forwarded us a copy of the reports addressed 
tothe local governments. Lieut.-Colonel Goopwrn, chief engineer of the 
Lower Bengal provinces, states that theabundance of iron has been testified 
to by almost every journal in India, and that it can be well worked to great 
advantage if more scientific means and liberal capital were employed, In 
all public works he states they are working with a perishable, where a per- 
manent article could be used; in wood, where they should use iron, and 
in brick, where, by the means iron would give them, they could be working 
with stone; this deficiency is becoming daily more apparent, and their 
work is cram and paralysed by the limited supply and advanced 

rice of that obtained from England. That it can be successfully worked 
is proved by the fact that Colonel Resorave, formerly the mint master 
at Saugor, who smelted iron in that neighbourhood, rolled it with mint 
rollers, fashioned it into bars and rods, and then erected an excellent sus 
pension bridge in the neighbourhood, from metal obtained from the ores; 
its manufacture in India would be of prominent importance in the ~ 
struction of railroads and electric telegraphs. That the iron was allowe’ 
to be so long neglected may be traced to the fact of the influence of a 
corrupt and despotic sovereigns by whom the country was swayed, ow 
under British rule these causes no longer exist.

Sylhet and Berbhoom. While Professor OLpuam was inspecting Sikkre, 
Gully it was proposed he should be dispatched, as early as possible, to the 
Nerbudda Valley ; this had previously been inspected by Mr. Jaco, the 
assistant engineer of the Bombay and Baroda Railway Company ; this ge 
tleman reports, that at Poonassa there is a large deposit of dolomite situ 
ated a little to the eastward of the town, the outcrop being four miles in 
length, and as a flux is considerably superior tolimestone. At Chand- 
ghur, on the north side of the river, distant about 12 miles from this, the 
red hematite ore abounds, yielding from 63 to 64 per cent. of metal. At 
one of the mines the ore lies in rounded nodules on the surface, the depth 
varying from 6 in. to 10ft., and can be dug out with the greatest facility. 
In addition to the loose ore in the vicinity of this mine, the ground arou» 
is strewn with it for hundreds of acres, and every stream washes dow” 
debris of the same kind, Tho River Nerbudda is represented as cutting 
four great veins within the short space of one mile, one of them having 
a breadth of 122 fect, the veins running almost vertically into the banks. 
Mr. Jacon estimates that the loose ore could be collected, and placed .

Prof. OupHaM, superintendent of the geological survey, in the cours? 
of the present year, was dispatched to the same districts, and his repott 
differs very materially from that of Mr. Jacon; he states that iron ore 
found in the district in two forms, the first is a gravel or detritus of pat- 
tially decomposed hematite, and the second is a distinct bed of similar or’ 
in a solid and decomposed state: one of these gravelly deposits exist at 
Chandghur, covering an area of a quarter of a mile, the thickness is from 
4to 6 ft., and is merely a scattering of loose pebles; another, about seve? 
miles north-east, near the villages of Bomba and Nanera; and a third of 
the same description eastward of the river Towa ; this ismuch thicker than 
the other two, its depth being about 10 ft., the average yield is about 55 pet 
cent. of metal. In addition to these, there is a seam of specular iron at 
Nanera, which Prof. Otvuam considers the most valuable in the district. 
The seams of iron by the Nerbudda River, one of which Mr. J acon states 
measures 122 ft., the professor describes as perfectly useless, in consequence

gances are more favourable. Instead of the iron only costing at Tendu- 
jeri and Jubbulpore 4/. 16s. per ton, the Cutcha iron costs about 4/, 12s. 
per ton, this being from the first smelting; while the Pucka, or “ usable” 
iron, fetches 12/, 15s, per ton; and these prices barely yield a profit on 
the manfacture as at present carried on. Mr. Mev.icorr has, however, 
diseovered coal in two localities; and when Professor OupHAM has con- 
duded his investigation with regard to that mineral, his views may not 
much differ from those of Mr. Jacon, 

In 1854, Lieut.-Colonel Dxummonv was deputed to visit the iron de- 
posits in the Bhabur district of the Kumaon, and, in order to obviate the 
transport through a mountainous country, his investigations were chiefly 
confined to the plains; at Dechowre, a rich ore was discovered, associated 
with clay, and easily distinguished by the large masses at surface, as well 
as beds of great thickness; and Mr. Sowexpy, one of the engineers at- 
tached to the expedition, estimated that if the ore at grass were smelted it 
would yield 100,000 tons of pig-iron. Rich deposits were discovered at 
Joha Bhurbur, Kaleedongee, Chowsilla, Beejapore, Jham, Burgote, and 
Burragur ; the length of the route was 60 miles, the ore being available 
for all purposes, and in an accessible tract along the outer face of the 
lower Himalaya ranges close to the plains. In some of the localities de- 
scribed by Colonel Drusmonp, there were facilities for transporting the 
iron to taarkets, or places of shipment. Dechowre was selected as a place 
for a model experiment, possessing, as it did, a ready command of water, 
fuel, flux, and fire-clay; a blast-furnace was erected, and although the 
trial was not decidedly successful, yet the iron when taken out of the fur- 
nace flowed in a very liquid state into small pigs, and when fractured 
proved to be iron of very best structure, known in the trade as No. 1 grey 
metal pigs, first quality. 

If Kuropean smelters were employed to train the natives, the general 
opinion is, that in a comparatively short period they would be capable of 
becoming good workmen, though it would be extremely injudicious en- 
tirely to depend upon them. Mr. Henwoop has formed an unfavourable 
opinion of the districts of Kumaon, in consequence of an alleged deficiency 
of fuel, but his ideas are at variance with the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Northern Province, the Commissioner (Mr. Baxen), Capt, Ramsay, 
Mr. Srracuey, the collector. There is a good road for nearly the whole | 
distance from Dechowre to Moradabad (about 50 miles), at which place | 
the Ramgunga is navigable throughout a greater part of the year, and 
cheap tramways could be laid down so soon as the works were in opera- 
tion, Avselected specimen of the ore was assayed by Dr, Macnamara, 
and gave 66 per cent.; the poorest assay was 46 per cent., while the 
average was 50 percent. : the cost of smelting is estimated by Mr. Davies, 
the smelter, to about 46 rupees per ton for the pig-iron, but this would be 
considerably lessened as the works progress, yh the neighbourhood of 
Raneegunge the Bengal Coal Company are already in possession of the 
field, and have commenced smelting the iron, In the Madras Govern- 
ment iron has been for a considerable period smelted, and some purchases 
were made last se from an iron company at the rate of 130 rupees per ton. 

Notwithstanding the conflicting opinions as to the practicability of suc- 
cessfully smelting iron in India, all are agreed that valuable deposits of 
that ore exist, and the principal evils appear at present to be deficiency of 
fuel and local obstacles. These are, it must be allowed, great drawbacks; 
the country has not yet, however, been fully explored, and it is only com- 
paratively within the last few years that attention has been drawn to the 
mineral deposits of India; it is, we may say, almost a new country ; much 
careful and laborious investigation is required; the means of access are 
not now 80 difficult ; the construction of railroads will further facilitate 
communication. Here is a fine and noble field open for British enterprise 
and energy ; and we believe that those who invest capital judiciously in 
India, by employing it in industrial and peaceful pursuits, will obtain 
as ample remuneration as their predecessors, who by less gentle means 
paved the way of civilisation, and opened out the fair realms of Ind to the 
enterprise and energy of the world. of 








An interesting lecture was delivered at the Government School of Mines, 
by Mr. Wa1weton Sauytu, “On the Dislocation of Veins by Heaves ; 
and Irregular Deposits.” The lecturer stated that, in previous remarks, 
he had pointed out the different characteristics a(fecting several lodes in 
Yarious localities, both in metallic and non-metallic mines. Although, in 
seme parts, the miners, from long experience and previous observations, 
had a tolerably accurate hnowtolee of the heaves which sometimes oc- 
curred in lodes, yet in certain districts these could not be decided without 
great doubt, It was true certain rules were laid down for their guidance, 
but these were extremely partial; and at all times a knowledge of the 
earth’s crust would be of great utility. These phenomena were more dif- 
ficult in metallic than in coal deposits. Mr, Henwoop had given it as 
his opinion, that the greater the lodes, and the larger the cross-course, so, 
in like proportion, would the heave be in size, 

Several interesting diagrams were shown, and examples illustrated, of 
various forms of heaves, ‘These differed much in several countries; as, 
for instance, in Western Germany and Saxony. At Siegen, in Rhenish 
Prussia, they were not so old, in many places; in others they found a re- 

succession of heaves. In the Hartz Movfntains it occurs where the 
clay-slate and greywacke joins. In a former lecture he had alluded to 
where, in some mines, the lead lode going down on limestone, where it 
had been by a heave thrown several fathoms out of its course. Inseveral 
of the irregular deposits they met with a combination of useful minerals, 
such as ores of iron, copper, zinc, and the origin of these was a t 
matter of study. They might be comprised in three classes—1. Those 
which came into contact with different kinds of rock. 2, Those in the 
massive rocks called igneous. 3. In the class denominated metamorphic. 
In all these cases a knowledge of geology is much more requisite than it 
is with the regular lodes; the veins are richer in one kind of rock than 
another; there is a difference in the structure of the minerals, they not 
being so boldly crystallised as when they are met with in lodes ; and the 
crystals were commonly imbedded in the matrix, The specimens of mag- 
netic iron ore before them, it would be seen, were very compact ; and some 
mineralogists had stated that, from a collection of specimens, they could 
determine whether they had been obtained from lodes or deposits. The 
iron ores at Clausthal followed these contact masses, and similar forma- 
tions occurred in the district of Dillenberg, and inthe Bannat. In Wal- 
lachia, not far from the Iron Gate, on the Danube, the igneous rock syenite 
intervenes, and here there are groups of mines producing silver, cop- 
per, and lead, with small quantities of gold and nickel. On the other side 


of the river, in the Turkish territory of Servia, the same description of 


rock is to be found; and, although no mines have hitherto been worked 
there, yet it is known that minerals of a similar character exist, and it is 
highly probable that European enterprise will shortly open the mines in 
that district. At Offenbanya, in Transylvania, the deposits were of ir- 
regular character, and rich in several of the useful minerals, accompanied 
with tellurium and gold, At Sala, in Sweden, where the country was 
neiss, coming down on a thick bed of limestone, at the junction, large 
oposite of argentiferous galena were met with, accompanied with black 
and brown iron ore, interspersed with a small quantity of magnetic iron. 
In that country and Norway, where these deposits occurred, they were 
technically called by miners the Fahlbande. One of the most ancient 
copper mines in the world was that of Fahlun, in that country; this had 
been worked down on a deposit of this kind, first as open work, and after- 
wards with shafts; in some cases these bunches were elipsoidal in cha- 
racter, and at other times they were in strings. ‘ ‘ 
Another sort of irregular deposit was that called tho pipe vein, or, as 
the Germans denominated them, stok ; these were common in Derbyshire. 
The Ecton Copper Mine, in that county, was an example, which had been 
worked on the he scale of any mine of that mineral in limestone; at

he mine of Rammelsberg has been worked continuously since a.p. 900. 
At the top there was a bed of slate rock; this in some parts was not so 
hard as in others, but in general it was hard and compact. This mine 
was rioted for the various kinds of minerals which were raised from it, 
all of which were utilised. 

There was another place which he would now call their attention to, 
more especially as it was attracting the attention of English capitalists ; 
he alluded to the mines of Tuscany. They were aware our miners re- 
garded serpentine as very unfavourable for the production of mineral, but 
here it was otherwise the case. Whenever this was found accompanied by 
a rock of reddish colour, which the Italians denominated “ gabbro,’’ it was 
considered a favourable augury. At Monte Catini the ore was found 
there in a deposit with this rock, acecompanied by hard and soft serpen- 
tine; it was very rich, being buntkupfererz, and the mineral was often 
in large nodules, without any admixture of the strata. As yet the mine 
had been but inadequately worked, but had returned large profits, and 
several English capitalists were about, he understood, to commence work- 
ing in the Duchy. The large deposits of the Vieille Montagne Mining 
Company were in a succession of irregular beds, between limestone and 
coal fields. From foreign sources we received about 25,000 tons of zinc 
every year, and he believed+he was not exaggerating when he said that 
the profits of that association, who were likewise their own smelters, were 
upwards of 2,000,000 fr. annually. After crossing the Rhine, many be- 
lieved that when they came to the alluvial deposits, the rocks of the same 
character as on the opposite side ceased to exist; they would, however, 
find that going a few miles further they would be discovered of similar 
structure. From these examples, it would be scen that a knowledge of 
geology was required to perfectly understand these different deposits, and 
their various characters and localities, The study of that science was of 
great utility in all mining, butin this particular branch it was indispensable.

It will probably also prevent, or, at all 

events, modify, that periodically occurring surge in the tide of affairs 

which so often overwhelms firms of the highest standing, who, from tem- 

porary causes only, at the time, may be unprepared, creating a panic that 

shakes public confidence to the very foundation. 

We are glad to see the opinions enounced by our contemporaries in the 

manufacturing and industrial districts, who, almost without an exception, 
view the measure as one of stern but absvlute necessity ; they do not at- 
tribute it to any falling-off in trade and commerce, or to a suspicion of 
reckless over-trading in their respective localities, but entirely to a desire 
to check that mania for speculation, always engendered when a change 
takes places in legislation affecting the trading or banking interest with 
a view to its extension. 
The number of limited joint-stock companies already, or shortly to be, 
announced is unlimited; we think the damper will be put on many, and 
extinguish them: established companies, particularly mines on the Cost- 
book System, have no cause for alarm, especially those making partial 
returns, and who require but moderate advances, whilst dividend mines 
will positively be more valuable; their returns will still be regular, and 
eligible for re-investment, 

Though the times are trying, we feel convinced the struggle will be but 
temporary, that mining property will be less affected than any other stock 
of asimilar character; and we, therefore, recommend our friends to pur- 
chase whilst stocks, really good and safe, are so much depressed as at pre- 
sent, for they must eventually be great gainers by such bargains, if 
judiciously selected. 

An esteemed correspondent, in last week’s Journal, asks if mining can 
be considered a legitimate investment, and ably discusses the question ; 
we hold and maintain mining (per se) is as perfectly a legitimate invest- 
ment as shipping, railways, or banking; far more so than fire and life as- 
surances, bill-discounting, or stock-jobbing. The fault to be found in 
miuing is not in the mines themselves, but in the difficulty in associat- 
ing persons enough of one mind, and of sufficient ability to carry out the 
pursuit. Working a mine is, at the best, but a slow process, frequently 
wearying out the purse and patience of first one then another of the share- 
holders, who throw up, or sell out, their interest for a mere nominal sum, 
by which the mines get a bad name; the shares are generally bought up 
not for investment, but for purposes of traffic, when the concern is sure to 
get into difficulties, and is ultimately ruined. 

Did the non-success attending the first workings of the Devon Great 
Consols, or Wheal Buller, invalidate the legitimacy of these enterprises ? 
We say certainly not, The first desideratum is to sclect a good lode in a 
good neighbourhood, the characteristics of which are in conformity with 
the lodes whose productiveness has been tested; second, to know with 
whom you are to be associated in the undertaking, and that the mine is 
untrammelled with debt or exorbitant dues; little doubt need then be en- 
tertained of ultimate success. The novice in mining should not be led 
away by low prices, or glowing prospectuses, or be alarmed at not imme- 
diately finding riches at the point expected; this is not often the case, the 
bunches of ore, even in the very best lodes, being crratic in their deposits, 
Perseverance is ultimately rewarded, in the majority of instances. The 
investor, by following the above precautions, will find mining an eligible 
security, if he buy at a period of depression, but he must remember always 
to keep the caveat emptor in view. 





Notwithstanding the iron trade of Great Britain is one of the greatest 
in the world, it is still capable of more extended development. The pro- 
duction of ironstone is inexhaustible; flux is easily attainable, and we 
have fuel accessible at an easy and moderate rate. We by no means wish 
to underrate the energy or capabilitics of our ironmasters, or depreciate 
in any way the monster works they have undertaken, or the successful 
manner in which they have carried them out; there is still ample room 
for improvement, and a wider range of enterprise before them, 

The introduction of iron, for the purposes of ship-building, is of a com- 
paratively modern date; and, although we can point with pride to the 
many ship-building yards on the Thames, the Mersey, and the Clyde; 
while we acknowledge all that has hitherto been done by engineering 
skill and indomitable industry, combined with great perseverance, yet it 
is to be hoped that something further will yet be done, in order that the 
prejudice that exists at present against iron ships may be removed, 

t would appear that complaints have been made against the defective 
construction of our iron vessels, and that they are considered more liable 
to accidents than ships constructed of wood, and hence a feeling of inse- 
curity engendered. It is true that several lamentable and disastrous oc- 
currences have taken place in iron vessels ; but taking the proportion of 
these with those of wood, allowing for the greater number of the latter, ac- 
cording to all received accounts, they are not so frequent. It would appear 
that the Arabia, which has just arrived from the United States, had among 
her passengers several scicntific gentlemen, who visit England purposely 
to obtain information regarding iron ship-building; if this information 
should be correct—and we have no reason to doubt its authenticity—it 
would seem that our “ go-ahead”’ cousins are alive to the fact of the great 
superiority of metal ships over those of timber, and the result of their 
oe pa may probably lead to their extended introduction on the lakes 
and rivers of Columbia. 

Mr. Joun Cxarz, of Liverpool, whose communication will be found in 
another column, states that the cause of the losses of several of the iron 
ships may be traced to ignorance; and suggests that the manufacturers 
should call a meeting, then appoint a deputation to the Board of Trade, 
the ostensible object being that a scale should be laid down only upon 
which iron ships will be allowed to be built.

It would, in our opinion, be difficult to lay down any definite rule on 
which these vessels should be constructed; in every ship some defect 
would be found; these, in due course, would be remedied.

It is not 
our province to dictate to any trade in what manner or what branch they 
are to extend their operations, of this the manufacturers themselves are 
the best judges; it is, however, a subject of great importance—the de- 
velopment of any material branch of industry. In drawing attention to 
the subject we have only fulfilled a simple duty, and we trust that those 
who are more directly interested will pursue such practical measures as they 
may deem most befitting for the advancement of this branch of our staplo 
trade, so as to make it one of the great elements of our national wealth.

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL] 

Nov. 20.—The copper standard last week was 131/, 10s., produce 7, 
which shows that it fully maintained, and indeed slightly exceeded, the 
rise which it had realised in the previous week, The demand for copper 
being so very active, and the smelters unable to fulfil orders to an ade- 
quate extent, it was fully expected that the prices of cake and tile copper 
would have been raised before now, and have been accompanied by 4 cor- 
responding rise of the standard to the miner. Though this result may be 
delayed for atime, for some inscrutable reasons best known to the smelters, 
yet, if the demand for copper continues as at present, without any re~ 
markable increase of the supply, it is difficult to believe that the prices 
will remain as they are now much longer. It is gratifying to see that 
there is at present no symptoms of a decline in the demand; and the 
prospects of the mining interests towards the close of the year are, there- 
fore, much more encouraging than they were about the middle of the 
year, particularly in June and July. ae 

Although several of the progressive mines are looking very promising 
are increasing their samplings, and are likely to pay dividends next year, 
they do not attract very many purchasers at the present time, unless a 
decided improvement is announced, ‘The mining market is by no means 
80 active as the favourable position of many mines would lead one to ex- 
pect. The stringency of the money market seems to prevent capitalists 
from embarking to any great extent even in dividend mines, which are 
paying a large percentage on the present prices of shares, with every 
prospect of a continuance for some time to come. The foreign specula- 
tions generally have far more risk attached to them than our own British 
mines, when they are entered into in a business-like and prudential bs 
Amongst the shares which have changed hands have been some in Dol- 
eoath, which is a very ancient mine, and has been wonderfully productive. 
The workings are now under the able management of Captain Charles 
Thomas, and, in consequence of an improvement, the shares have ad- 
vanced to 2007, and upwards. North Bassct is producing very rich ores;

+t ts fair to express strongly the hope that our miners, who are so highly prized 
for their practical acquaintance with mining, and are found in all parts of the world, 
should have an education which will not be their shame but their honour, and will 
enable them to secure their superiority when standing beside the miners from any 
other part of Europe. 

How is it propored then to give to our practical and working miners suitable edu- 
cation without taking fhem from their work? On this puint Capt. Thomas seems 
unwilling to be convinced. There are at present a dozen teachers of National and 
Lancasterian schools who a‘ tend the lectures of oar chemical! teacher at Truro, to re- 
ceive such instruction as will enable them to form a class in their own sehools which 
shall be taught the elements of chemistry and to be a class the pupils in which shal! 
be educated purposely for mining and mechanics. The government has offered such 
assistance through the governors of the mining school, at Truro, and it was thought 
would encourage papil teachers to attend it, to qualify themselves for taking schools 
on the mines, or in the mining district, specially for teaching in these departments ; 
Which will, without taking the miner from his work, affurd him the practical educa- 
tion he requires. ‘ 

The minimg school is open to any young miner who may be sent to it for one or two 
years, or for one or two terms, that he may obtain some improvement in the practical! 
subjects of mining science. 

For eighteen months these advantages have been held out, every encouragement 
has been off red, the co-operation of the mine agent has been earnestly solicited ; and 
if the persistive obstinacy of the leading mine agents render these efforts nugatory, 
taeir employers and their successors will have much to regret, but no one to reproach, 
except it be the mistaken men who think ignorance is better than knowledge for a 
practical man, amongst whom 1 hope my guod friend Captain Thomas will no longer 
be found.

THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON, ] 

Nov. 21.—No change for the better can be reported in the Iron Trade. 
The close of the Baltic ports has cut off for the present one of the chief 
sources whence orders have for some time come, and, in consequence, the 
supply of orders is very small, and the works are in many cases only in 
partial operation. The prospect for the ensuing winter is, that the men 
will be only partially employed, and that a good deal of distress will in 
conseqnence be experienced, as there is no probability ofan improved de- 
mand before spring. The causes which have led to this depression it is 
not difficult to indicate. In the year 1853, and the early part of 1854, an 
immense demand came from America, which was concurrent with a very 
astonishing increase in the import into that country of all kinds of British 
produce, so that the exports from this country rose from 16,567,737/., in 
1852, to 23,658,427, in 1853. Such a sudden increase could hardly fail 
to be followed by a reaction; and the deficient crop of 1854 rendered 
that reaction a commercial crisis, which was most seriously felt in Ame- 
rica, and which wus hardly less severely felt in this district. ‘The splen- 
did crops in 1855, and this year, with a greatly diminished consumption of 
our iron, and a reduction of stocks to the lowest point in the United States 
and Canada, were expected to have brought extensive orders during the 
present year, but this anticipation has been disappointed. This district 
has been largely supplied with orders for war purposes as long as the war 
lasted, and since that time for the Continent, including the countries both 
in the Baltic and the Mediterranean ; cunsiderable orders having, also, 
been received for Indian railways. From America the orders have been 
scanty ; and the exports from the port of Liverpool, from which all the 
protuce of this district for North America is shipped, show that, in 1854, 
the export of all kinds of iron, pig and manufactured, from that port for 
the United States and Canada, amounted to 243,148 tcns; in 1855, it fell 
to 135,069 tons; and to the end of October, in the present year, it was

English iron in the United States. Doubtless, if the price of iron could be 
reduced to that extent for some considcrable period, it would ruin many of 
the American manufacturers, and would for a time open the way to a large 
demand for English iron. The policy, not to speak of the fairness, of 
such a course, however, appears open to grave question. 

There appears little doubt that a reduction of 1/, per ton must be declared 
next quarter-day, and as little that a proportionate reduction must be ef- 
fected in the workmen’s wages. Should a further reduction take place, 
a still greater reduction in wages would be necessary; and this is ex- 
tremely undesirable, especially with the probability of provisions remain- 
ing at high prices; and it is hardly likely that it could be effected, as the 
general trade of the country, and the prevalent high wages in most 
branches, would probably prevent the success of any attempt to reduce 
wages to the extent such a fall of prices would render necessary. Again, 
while the exports to the west of the Atlantic from Liverpool have been so 
small, it by no means follows that this applies to the Scotch, the Welsh, 
and the North of England ports; and if the price of best quality of Staf- 
fordshire iron were reduced, the result would be to give the producers of 
iron in those districts, and the makers of inferior iron here, the rates of 
our best iron; as the first-class makers could not supply the increased de- 
mand which such a reduction would probably lead to, The result would 
be, if wages were so reduced, that the first makers could make iron at these 
rates at a profit, and those who produced an inferior article, which they 
would be able to sell at the same, or nearly the same, rates, would realize 
still larzer profits, and a great increase in the means of production would 
be the consequence, new works would spring up, new firms start, and 
thus the way would be paved for another crash, when this artificial sti- 
mulus ceased to operate. The approximation of the prices of inferior to 
those received for first-class iron in times of great demand, is a fact amply 
proved by past experience, and not a mere conjecture, 

But there is another point to be looked at. Such an attempt to destroy 
| the American manufacturer would create much heartburning in the States, 
| and might lead to a loud demand for an increase of the present very heavy 
import duties; which, if it did not prevail, would, at any rate, operate 
powerfully to prevent the reduction of the present excessive duties on iron 
imported into that country. The true policy appears to be to fix prices 
ut such a point as will secure a steady demand, and not to attempt by ar- 
tificial combinations to crush rivals; for there are laws which govern 
trade, and which will immediately cause such attempts to recoil upon 
their authors. 

On Monday last, a large and important meeting of mine agents in this 
district was held at Dudley, for the purpose of finally determining upon 
the proposed alterations in the special colliery rules. Mr. John Aston 
was in the chair, and about 50 mine agents were present :— 

The CuatrMan stated that the rules, as proposed by the committee, had been sent 
to ail the mine agents in the district, But very few alterations had been suggested. 

Mr. Henny Jonnsown (the seeretary) then read the following report of the commit- 
tee:—** The committee have now to submit to (he meeting, for their approval, the 
special rules, as finally revised by them. Throe rules have been added since the 
rough draft was circulated among the mine agents, These are for the guidance of 
sinkers, and for the engine tenders having the management of pumping pits and their 
‘pparatus, A few slight alterations have besides been made, but, generally the re- 
vised rules remain as they were put in the rough drafts. The committee may state, 
that the request made by cireular, for suggestions from the mine agents of South 
staffordshire, has not exiled forth anything which has made any considerable altera- 
ion in the views of the committee.” 

The prop sed additional rules prescribe provisions for the avoidance of accidents 
fta, and in working the machinery, &c., for pumping.

Mr. Bowk ry and Mr. Baker objected to a proposed new rule, prohibiting the use

An amendment to that effeet, however, received only three votes, and the proposed 
rule was agreed to, Mr. Jonn Caancu, of May Green, Stourbridge, remarking that 
the masters should not decide on a matter which involved the safety of those who 
worked in collieries, but that the men who risked their lives should have a voice in 
the matter, 

A lengthened discussion took place on the 13th rule, which relates to the examina. 
tion of mines by “‘overmen” each morning, before the men deseend. 

Mr. Bowk ey thought it should not be rendered compulsory to do this in those col- 
lieries or seams of coal where no gis is known to exist, believing that in such cases 
the examination would be ‘a perfect farce.” Having embodied his opinion in are- 
lation, which le moved, it was seconded by Mr. Baker, and supported by Mr. Coox- 
sey, and ultimately carried, the Cuainman expressing his fears that this modification 
would lead to accidents, as most of the explosions took place in the morning, 

After the rules had been gone through seriatim, Mr. Cooxsey moved “ That the 
committee be requested to take such steps as they consider necegsary in order to bring 
the revised rules under the notice of the mine owners of the district, and to ask their 
concurrence in the adoption thereof, either in the present form or with such other 
iterations as may, after conference, be deemed advisable.” —This motion was seconded 
by Mr. Battey, and carried nem. con.

ration of laws for the regulation of their conduct, and my regret that the 
mine agents and other officers, and the culliers themselves, had not an op- 


mine agents, too, in preparing the rules, have evidently been desirous of 
consulting the good of all parties, and to render the operation of the Act 
effectuai to prevent the destruction of life by accidents, and this is greatly 
to their praise, especially as there can be no doubt that the movement 
originated in a feeling that the present rules pressed too severely upon the 
mine agents. Still, there can be no question that the proposed rules would 
remove from this class of colliery officials a large amount of responsibility 
which the existing rules impose uponthem. Under the present rules, the 
mine agent is responsible for certain duties necessary for efficient venti- 
lation, for the support of the roof, and for the safety of the winding being 
done. The proposed rules direct that he shall lay out the underground 
workings, and authorise them being done; and state that ‘‘he will in- 
struct the charter- master, or overman, as to the means of ventilation, &c.”’ 
* He will inspect the underground workings as often as necessary,” and 
on receiving notice of any defect in ventilation, ‘‘ he shall immediately 
cause the same to be repaired.” 

The great responsibility by these umended rules is cast upon the charter- 
master (who is a contractor) or his deputy. It is a great question whether 
the lives of colliers can be left alone toa man who has soe direct an intor- 
est in making all he can out of the works as the charter master — 
whether a supervision by a superior officer should not be insisted upon 
as essential to the safety of colliers—whether in the nature of things this 
charter-master is not the very man to be supervised, and not the man 
beyond whom responsibility is not to reach. He already risks bis life, 
but that proves inadequate to prevent carelessness and recklessness in the 
management of a colliery, and hence the necessity of officient supervision. 
rhe question is—‘t What probability is there that these alterations, or 
any modification of them, will be adopted by the Secretary of State *” 

With respect to the objections urged against the present rules, it must 
be remembered that peculiar reasons exist for those precise, and appa- 
rently petty, provisions which have so strongly been objected to, as vexa- 
tious and unnecessary. The mines in this part of the country are worked 
by contract, so that the charter-masters have, of course, strong interest 
in getting as much coal as possible at the least possible expenditure. The 
mode of working the collieries was considered sv lax, and so open to dan- 
ger, that provisions of an unusually precise and strict character were 
deemed necessary, and hence the regulations which in other districts are 
not required. Again, the rules have, on the whole, worked well. The 
apprehensions of the colliers appear to have been removed, and they are 
beginning to regard the Act, not asan unpleasant interference with their 
trade, but as a real benefit; and look upon the inspector as a friend, who has 
the will and the power to prevent their unnecessary exposure.to injury 
or death.

REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anv LANCASHIRE, 
{rRom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. | 

Nov. 20,—At the present dull season of the year, and in the face of 
high discounts and the unsettled state of European politics, it would be 
useless to anticipate any immediate improvement in the Iron Trade. 
lhe proposed redaction in the export duties of the Belgian tariff is re- 
garded as a feature favourable to the iron trade, but no immediute benefit 
can be expected from such a step. The restrictive policy of the Bank of 
England is doubtless the main cause of the depression. The trade of 
Yorkshire and Derbyshire is better than in some other counties. Witha 
| view to diminish the make of pig-iron, several furnaces in Staffordshire 
| have been put out of blast, and we learn that in Lancashire, particularly 
jin the neighbourhood of Bury, the foundry trade is so depressed that 
| numbers of hands have been discharged, whilst others have been put upon 
short time. The demand for iron is limited, and in Yorkshire and Derby- 
shire the makers pretty generally are fully employed, though the dc pres- 
sion of the trade is such as to increase the anxicty for orders, The en- 
quiry for bars and rails—and particularly the latter— has becn somewhat 
better in Yorkshire than for several weeks previously. 

The erection of the new blast-furnaces at Whittington, near Chester. 
field, is progressing very satisfactorily, and great activity is shown in th: 
prosecution of the works of the new mineral railway which is making 
from the Midland Railway to form an outlet for the collieries now exist 
ing and those about to be made in that rapidly improving district. 

Thore is no alteration to notice in the position of the Coal Trade this 
week. The demand continues active, but not more so than usual at this 
season of the year, ‘The colliers appear to be contented, and the regula- 
tions which are in force at the different collieries seem to work well, Mr.

Coattnc Iron witn Correr.—Mr. E, R. Southby, of Bulford, Ames- 
bury, has patented some improvements in coating iron with copper, which improve- 
ments are thus effected :—First, completely clean the article, of wrought-iron, cast- 
iron, or steel, which it is desired to coat with copper, by pickling or scouring; and 
then, if an acid pickle has been used, dip the article into a weak alkaline solution, 
and having dried it scour it with dry sand, Having thus prepared the article, sus- 

nd it by iron wires in a vessel containing an alkaline eoiution, tormed by preference 

y dissolving 2 lbs, of carbor.ate of soda int gallonof water. Ifeat this solution, and 
the articles suspended therein, to the boiling point of the solution, and maintain this 
temperature for about an hour, At the end of this time, remove the article from the 
alkaline solution, and immediately place it in the coating bath, which is prepared by 
dissolving 10 ozs. of cyanide of potassium in 1 gallon of water, and adding thereto as 
much freshiy precipitated oxide of copper as it will take up. This bath I work at 
a temperature of 180° Fah., with a copper pole, and with the precautions which are 
usual when depositing copper. In place of preparing the article for receiving the 
coating of copper by means of a separate alkaline solution, the solution which is used 
in the coating bath being alkaline may be used for this purpose, the article being kept 
heated for some time in thisbath before the deposition is commenced, and this process 
has advantages in coating large masses of iron, When articles of wrought-iron, cast- 
iron, or steel, are coated with copper by the process described, the copper will adhere 
firmly to such articles, and will not scale off when the article is heated toa red heat. 


Y¥ Coatine Iron wirn Corrre on rm Atroys.—Mr. W. Tytherleigh, 
of Birmingham, has patented a new or improved method of coating or covering iron, 
or articles of iron, with copper or alloys of copper. In order to carry out the inven- 
tion, first clean the surface of the iron from scale, rust, or other adhering matter, 
by steeping the iron or articles in dilute sulphuric or hydrochloric acid, or by treating 
the said iron or articles with such other liquids as may be proper to dissolve or remove 
the foreign matter which may be attached to the surface ; or anneal or heat the iron 
or articles of iron so as to form ascale thereon, the detaching of which scale leaves the 
surface of the iron clean. But any of the well-known processes of cleaning iron may 
be resorted to in carrying the invention into effect. Take a pan, vessel, or crucible, 
made of iron, fire-clay, or other material capable of bearing the heat to which it will 
be exposed ; fuse in the said vessel or pan, copper, or brass, or other alloy of copper, 
and add borax or other flux to the fused metal; put the clean iron or articles into the 
said pan or crucible, and by shaking the said pan or crucible cause the articles to be 
uniformly heated and coated with the copper or alloy, the copper or alloy attaching 
itself to the articles as soon as they acquire a certain temperature. If the picces of 
iron or articles to be coated are too large to permit of the shaking of the pan or cru- 
cible, then the said pan or crucible is allowed to remain stationary in the fire or fur- 
nace, and the iron or articles are moved aboutin the fused metal contained in the pan 
by means of a pair of tongs or other implement. Sometimes the copper or alloy is 
fused with borax or other flux before putting the articles in the pan ; and sometimes 
a contrary course is pursued, with the same or ee ye same effect; thus, the iron 
or articles may be first placed in the pan and heated before the copper or alloy is put 
into the said pan, The copper or alloy may cither be put in the pan in lumps or gra- 
nulated. When the coated articles are removed from the pan put them into a sieve, 
ifthey are small, and shake them until the coating on them hassolidified ; or place them 
on a plate of iron or other smooth surface, aud stir them until they bave cooled suffi- 
ciently to prevent them adhering tooneanother. When the pieces of iron or articles 
are large, place them oases to cool on any convenient support. In some cases, 
especially where the article is massive, they ure heated before putting them into the 
fusedcopperoralloy, Theinvention is applicable to the coating of articlesof wrought- 
iron, cast-iron, and annealed cast-iron, commonly called malleable iron, as wellas to 
the coating of sheets and bars of such kinds of iron as can afterwards be manufactured 
into articles without fusion, the said coated sheets and bars being afterwards used for 
magpufacturing purposes, 


Furnacrs.—Mr, G. Homfray, of Ruabon, has provisionally specified an 
invention, which consists in the interposition of a lining of fire-brick, or other bad 
conductor of heat, between the fire and the boiler, so as to reverberate the heat, raise 
the temperature of the grate of the chamber where the process of combustion is carried 
on, attain a more complete combustion, and prevent the injurious action of the flame 
upop the plates and rivets of the boiler. 


Razors rrom Ucnativs Sreet.—The Austrian correspondent of the 
Times writes, with reference to the steel produced by Capt, Uchatius’s new process :— 
* A committee, appointed by the French Ministry of Commerce (as fully referred to 
in the Mining Journal of Oct. 18), has just reported that M. Uchatius, an Austrian 
captain of the artillery, has at length succeeded in making good cast-steel at a low 
price. The assurance has been given me thut the steel, which can be made harder 
or softer, and more or less clastic, costs from 50 to 75 per cent. leas than any other 
steel of the same quality, and personal experience enables me to state that Uchatius 
steel makes excellent razors.” 


Rartway Trarric.—The returns for the United Kingdom for the week 
ending Nov. 15, amounted to 424,964/ , and for the correaponding period of last year 
to 401,832/., showing an increase of 23,132/. The gross receipts for the eight railways 
having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above to 
ery ; and for the corresponding week ef last year to 175,374/., showing an increase 
of 52171, _ 

The increase on the Eastern Counties amounted to 1065/.; on the Great Western 
to 2306/.; on the London and North-Western to 14102, ; on the London and Blackwall 
to 150/.; on the London, Brighton, and South Coast to 909/,; on the London and 
South-Western to 1015/.; and on the South-Eastern to 353/. total, 72/97. But from 
this must be deducted 1990/,, the decrease on the Great Northern, leaving the increase 
as above, 5217/. 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 244,3737., and 
for the corresponding period of 1855, to 226,458/. ; showing an increase of 17,9157, in 
the receipts of these lines, which added to the inerease on the metropolitan lines, 
makes the total increase 23,132/. as compared with the corresponding week of 1855.

‘VioLation or tae Contry Act,—At the Oldham Petty Sessions, on 
Monday, Mr. Joseph Dickinson, inspector of coal _—e appeared in support of an 
information against Mr. Wild, of Crompton, proprietor of the Low Crompton Colliery, 
for a violation of the first general rule for the management of the colliery, required 
by the recent Colliery Act, by neglec to provide an uate amount of ventila- 
tion for the safe wor! of the mine. Mr, Murray, solicitor, on bebalf of Mr. Wild, 
pleaded guilty. Mr, Dickinson stated that the co.liery produced fire-damp, and he 
had previously called the attention of the agent to the danger of allowing it to accu- 
mulate in the faces of the galleries, and recommended that temporary bratticing 
should be put up, for the purpose of preventing it. On Sept. 26 last, one gallery had 
been driven and bratticed, and the collier then proceeded to hole another gallery into 
it for permanent ventilation, but before the two were properly communicated together, 
the bratticing was taken down from the first, and the fire-damp which had been al- 
lowed to accumulate was, on the galleries being holed, driven into the workings of 
the mine. The fireman, Joseph Wild, was fully aware of what was going on, for after 
putting up a cloth to dislodge the fire-damp and carry it away, he went forward in 
advance of it, to warn the workmen over whom it would pass to extinguish their 
lights, and put the covers on their safety-lamps. He then met the underlooker, and 
the two returned down the main brow; and, strange to say, though they knew the 
fire-damp must meet them, they went on with an open light. The consequence was, 
that the fire-damp exploded, the underlooker and firemen were severely burned, and 
the collier who had holed the two gallieries was disabled for a week. Notwithstand- 
ing this accident, when he again visited the pit, a few days afterwards, he found in 
the far end of the same (mg accumulation of fire-damp, through inattention to 
pe and the directions he had formerly given. The defendant was convicted 
in the mitigated penalty of 50s., and costs, 


Cottiery Acciprents.—A serious explosion of fire-damp took place on 
the 13th imst., at the Town House Codiery, Marsden, near Burnley, when ten persons 
were burned, two of whom are since dead. An inquest was opened on Tuesday, the 
18th, by Mr. Hargreaves, the coroner, at which Mr. Dickinson, the inspector of coal 
mines for the district, was present, on behalf of the Secretary of State, and Mr. Robert- 
shaw, solicitor, Colne, and Mr. Colledge, of Burnley, on behalf of Messrs. Spencer, 
Wilson, and Co., the owners of the colliery. A lengthened enquiry took place, from 
which it appeared that the explosion arose from a collier, named Critchley, attempt- 
ing to fire a shot, eyes J to the rules of the colliery—the use of gunpowder being 
allowed under strict regulations only, which require every shot to be fired by the un- 
derlooker or fireman, and not by any collier. Locked safety-lamps are exclusively 
used in the mine, and the place had n examined by the fireman about two hours 
before, and the workings, as also the old works adjoining, found quite safe; but part 
of the roof was falling, and it is likely that fire-damp, as frequently happens in mines, 
issued out of the strata above, and found vent into the old workings, near where the 
shot was being fired. The inquest stands adjourned to Wednesday next, the collier 
who is supposed to have caused the explosion being in the meantime detained in cus. 
tody. It is suid that the ‘* German,” a paper filled with gunpowder, by which the 
shot was being fired, was not properly fastened into the hole, and that, on its being 
lighted, it flew out into the old works, and lighted the fire-damp, 


p(norante, ConvicrioN UNDER THE Coat Mines Inspection Act.—At 
ulandilo special petty sessions, Mr. David Lloyd, proprietor of the Pwilylord Colliery, 
Carmarthenshire, was charged by Mr. Thos. Evans, Inspector of Coal Mines, before 
Sir George Mansell, Bart., Dr. Prothero, and G. Phillips; Esq., with having omitted 
(as prescribed by the ninth section of the Coal Mines Inspection Act) to send notice 
of an accident which took place at his colliery on Sept. 27. Mr. K. A. Thomas ap- 
peared for the complainant, and Mr. Lewis for the defence. Mr. ‘Thomas stated that 
on Sept. 27 last, a boy in the employ of Mr. Lloyd was killed by a fall of stone from 
the roof, and that no notice of the said accident had been given either to the Secre- 
tary of State or to the Inspector of the district. He did not wish to press for the 
highest penalty, the object being merely to have a conviction as an example to others. 
Mr. Lewis had been instructed to plead guiity to the offence. He placed himself en- 
tirely in the hands of the magistrates, but would assure them that it was an omission 
purely through ignorance, and not disrespect to the officers of the Crown, Mr. Evans, 
in reply to Sir John Mansell, said that Mr. Lloyd could scarcely be ignorant of the 
Act of Parliament, of the necessity of sending notice, for he had had accidents before, 
and had then complied with the Act. He had been manager and owner of collievies 
for some years past. ‘The magistrates inflicted a penalty of 107. and costs, and said 
that ignorance of an Act of Parliament was no excuse, and that Mr, Lloyd ought to 
have made himself acquainted with his duties in that respect. The penalty to be paid 
t e deceased's relatives. 


Breacu or Cotumery Ruirs.—At the Wigan County Police Court, 
John Lowton, in the employ of Mr, Jonathan Lamb, Pemberton, was charged with 
having unlawfully fired a shot, and blasted coal. This was forbidden by the under- 
looker, and the prisoner thereby endangered the lives of the workmen in the pit. It 
appeared in evidence that there had been a fall of roof shortly before. The prisoner 
was committed for one month, with hard labour. 


/“ Borer Expioston.—At an inquest on the body of Joseph Pearson, one 
of the firemen on board a Mersey steam-tug, Mr. E. J. Ross, the engineer appointed 
by the Board of Trade to examine the machinery of passenger steam-ships twice a 
year, stated that the boiler which exploded was circalar, supported in the middle by 
a great many tubes, called Galloway’s tubes. He had examined the salety-valves, and 
found them in good workirg order; they did not appear to have been in any way 
tampered with. He attributed the cause of the explosion to the collapsing of the 
sides of the flue of the port boiler, and believed the Galloway tubes gave way froin 
the pressure of the flue. These boilers had not long been introduced into use on board 
steamers, though they had been used on land with fresh water for a considerable time, 
He had, previous to the explosion, a high opinion of the boilers, but it was true that 
there was much difficulty in ascertaining whether the smaller parts of the water space 
was clear, and he was now ready to admit that the boilers were not adapted for salt 
water, A verdict of ‘Accidental Death” was returned, the jary addiag that the 
boiler was one of improper construction for the purpose.
